to change them. 


From the moment of the comple- 


tion of the reading of the law two 
executive messages before tho senate 
and assembly in joint meeting Tues- 
day the members of the two houses 
accepted the burden and went .dili- 
gently to work on the measures sug- 
gested by tlie governor. 
The assem- 


bly exhibited more diligence .in this 
respect than did the senate and it 
seems that this session will consist 
in the passage of a succession 
of 


measures by the lower house and the 
concurrence, amendment or killing of 
them by the senate. 
The measures 


will generally come up first iu the 
assembly, many of them 
developed 


first in assembly committees rather 
than offered individually by members.- 
It is said that the administration 
leaders will studiously avoid the lab- 
cling of .bills as "administration" or 
La Follette measures, so that as lit- 
tle as possible of factional opposition 
will be engendered. 
There will be 


factional opposition inevitably, how- 
ever, for. .already there has been rais- 
ed the'determined cry from the stal- 
wai't camp that the 
measures 
put 


through in regular sessions by the 
administration must be put to the 
test and must be tried on their orig- 
inal merits1 before "doctored xip" in 
extra session to avoid the disastrous 
result that 
the 
anti-administration 


forces declare the original propon- 
ents of these measures have already 
lot-seen. In this connection the rail- 
road taxation law and tho primary 
election statute are mentioned. 
It 


is declared that there can be no good 
reason for radically changing the pri- 
mary election law before it has been 
given a trial, and that if the admin- 
istration's ad valorem railroad taxa- 
tion law is faulty and will not stand 
in the courts it ought to fall and the 
originators of the'act bear the conse- 
quences. 
Tho remarks as1 to the ad 


valorem railroad taxation law are not 
so general Jor determined among the 
anti-La Follette members as they are 
with reference to tho proposal to add 
entanglements to tho primary elec- 
tion law in the shape of "contingent 
votes" or "second choices."

day of the present law-making wres- 
tle. It is said that the governor plans 
to be iu Washington' promptly upon 
the reassembling of congress after 
the holiday recess, and the only thing 
that will "take him to the national 
forum- prior to the completion of the 
extra session is the possibility that 
the extra session be protracted into 
the new year. In the present situa- 
tion it cannot be deemed that this 
possibility exists, and it is therefore 
safe to conclude that the life of the 
present governor as chief executive 
will go out practically simultaneous- 
ly with that of the extra session, and 
almost to a day tipon,t'iie completion 
of five successive years of Robert M. 
La Foliette as1 governor of Wiscon- 
sin.

NO INJURY TO THE RAILROADS 


Carrier: Have Already Put Into Effect 


Tariffs in Some 
Instances 
Lower 


Than Those Promulgated by the 
Commission. 


SprinsGcld, 111., Dec. C.—The much 


heralded freight •rate reduction in Illi- 
nois ci'.me Tuesday afternoon, when 
ihc Illinois railroad and warehouse 
coramission announced 
a. horizontal 


reduction of 20 uer. cent on the sched- 
ule made in 1SS7. 
. 


. On paper ihe reduction looks as If 
it will seriously affect the railroads, 
liut as u matter oC fact, it will not. 
Since the beginning of the agitation 
over the freight rate matter tiie roads 
have been reducing rates to the. more 
clamorous of the dissatisfied' communi- 
ties and in a large number of them 
the rates agreed upon by the commis- 
sion and even lower ones are in force. 
Chicago' shippers recently were given 
n substantial reduction and their rates 
will drop only about 2 per cent. 


Smaller Towns Are Affected. 


The most important result of the re- 


duction is the effe'ct on the shippers 
of tho smaller towns, which, are now 
put on an equality with shippers In the 
largen cities. Springfield. Decatur and 
Danville are the only cities of conse- 
quence where the reduction will be of 
much effect. 
These cities have not 


been, enjoying the commodity rates 
given to some of the other cities and 
in common with the little towns have 
•been paying the full tariff schedules. 


Under the new ruling, which goes 


into effect Jan. 1, freight rates in Illi- 
nois will be slightly lower than the 
cchediiles of Iowa, Michigan arid Ohio, 
but not so low as''the actual rates giv- 
en by the railroads voluntarily in 
those states and'Indiana. There arc 
local conditions in Indiana which make 
H a matter of interest to the railroads 
to give low rates. 


The decision was given out after an 


f.ll-day conference with Gov. Deneen. 
Is;iac TChvood of De Kalb, who did not 
participate in the original hearing of 
the

and

the commission, was present'and his 
name appears in the official order. 
There arc rumors of bitter feeling over 
Ilio freight rate matter, but nothing 
tangible can i>o learned, it Is under- 
stood that Chairman James Neville of 
Bloomington was for forcing a greater 
reduction.'and- that the figures agreed 
upon are a compromise. 


Roads Will Not Suffer. 


Gov. Deneen said he did not regard 


tho reduction as excessive or a hard- 
ship on tho roads, for the -reason that 
some of. them'had already'made vol- 
untary reductions 'to' some of the 
cities. He laughed 'at the proposition 
that the reduction would, have the ef- 
fect of crippling the business of the 
roads or causing, a disturbance in the 
wage scale of employes. 


Some of the railroad men.who were 


at the hearing liad made the state- 
ment that the roads would be serious- 
ly affected by the decision and some 
formidable figures based upon the as- 
sumption that the roads were charg- 
ing the lull tariffs under the old rates 
have been published. These, however, 
mean nothing, for in only a few in- 
stances 
have .the old rates been 


charged since the agitation for lower 
freight rates was started. 


When tho decision was announced 


formal protests were made by the at- 
torneys for the railroads. 
. 


Commissioners, Neville and French 


said it was understood the commis- 
sion would be the same a year from 
now as it was tc-day and that if the 
railroads hereafter show they can 
not do a profitable business under the 
revised schedule the commission will 
have the same courage in. raising it 
that it had in making the present or- 
der.

Message From Capt. Amundsen,

Nansen Exploring Party, Says 


Magnetic Pole Is Located. 


Seattle, Wash., Dec. C.—Major Glass- 


fed, in charge of'the government ca- 
ble office here, received a message 
Tuesday' addressed to Nansen, the 
Norwegian explorer, at Chri,stian:a, 
from Capt. Ronald Amundsen of the 
ship Gjoa. at Fort Egbert, Eagle City, 
Alaska, telling of ,a .trip by dog team 
from Hcrschel island to Eagle City. 


While the message is incomplete in 


details, it purports to be frown a mem- 
ber of an exploring party sen\ out by 
Nansen and '.states that .the party is 
safe with the ship Gjca, wintering at 
King point. 


The trip from Herschel to Eagle City 


\yas made up tho Mackenzie river to 
(•he Peel river and over the divide to 
F.ort Egbert, through an entirely -un- 
inhabited country and .a section that 
is' practically unexplored. 


Capt. Amundsen, who set out in a 


small craft with a crew of but eight 
men, found the north magnetic pole, 
whose discovery Is originally accredit- 
ed to Jloss in 1S31, although scientists 
doubt 'that Ross really located this 
elusive guide to the compasses of the 
world.

The north, magnetic pole has been 


generally assumed by geographers as 
being on Bothnia,, the most northerly 
peninsula' of the: American continent 
and .close -to King Williams .island. It 
is supposed to be a shifting sphere o'f 
influence, though its variations are 
not .great. 


Having gone from - Greenland to a 


point in the vicinity of Herschel is- 
land, it would seem as though Amund- 
sen has at last'found the northwest 
passage for which arctic 
explorers 


have been searching for years.

STATE UNIVERSITY IS TO HAVE 


A NEW AGRONOMY BUILDING 


State University Regents Provide Im- 


portant Addition to College 


of Agriculture. 


""Madison, Wis.', ' Dec. 
C.—At 
the 


meeting of the executive committee 
of the regents of -the' University o£ 
Wisconsin, the new university archi- 
tect, Mr. Peabody, was authorized to 
prepare plans of an agronomy build- 
ing for the college'of agriculture. It 
•is intehdecl to spend about $18,000 
for the new building and its equip- 
ment. The important features of the 
new structure, which will be 50 by 
100 feet, are a large museum for the 
collection of seeds of all kinds, a 
large store-room for seeds, a corn- 
curing-room together with laborator- 
ies and lecture-rooms. 
One entire 


floor will be devoted to a seed judg- 
ing department. 
While the detailed 


plans for the. building have not as 
yet been fully made, it is1 proposed 
to erect a structure two. and a half: 
stories high, probably of reinforced 
concrete or cement block construc- 
tion. 
The basement is to be divid- 


ed into a general work-room, corn- 
cnrmg-room, 
seed-storing-room 
and 


shipping-room. 
The first floor will 


contain the museum, a lecture-room, 
laboratory, and offices for Prof. R. 
A. Moore and liis1 assistants, .togeth- 
er with a general office for the de- 
partment of agronomy.

floor is to be one large room, for the j 
judging of grains and forage plants, j 
The location of the now building has 
not yet been settled, but the plan is 
to 'liave the new building for farm • 
engineering, agronomy building and! 
poultry building grouped .around 
the j 


main agricultural building.
